industry." 

"Many, people come to our 
Council office each month for 
help,".

Others are members of a family 
torn by the tragedy- of alcohol- 
ism," he added. "In Lake Coun- 
,ty alone, * it is estimated there 
ore over 14,000 alcoholics.

Congressman R 0001 " 1 McClory 
addressing his Colleagues in the 
U. S. House of Representatives 
scored the Army and Defense De- 
partments for their "frantic' ef- 
forts to move the Fiftii Army 
headquarters to Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, Texas." 

Congressman Leslie Arcnds 
(R-IU.) Ranking Member of the 
House Armed Services Commit- 
tee, praised McClory's efforts and 
noted that "In many, many other 
instances we have seen that the 
end result is that more money 
has been spent than saved." 

Congressman McClory has been 
joined by a number of mid-west 
Congressmen In opposing the 
abandonment of the Headquarters 
at Fort Sheridan as well^as6th'6r 
Army activities. It is planned' (o 
retain only the military housing 
comprising more than 300 family 
housing units. 

According to Congressman Mc- 
Clory, "The Army appears to take 
the position that by cutting out 
jobs at Fort Sheridan, it will save 
millions of dollars." However, as 
the Congressman pointed out in 
his speech on .the Fioor of the 
House of Representatives "more 
than $3 million was spent in 
equipping the Fifth Army head- 
quarters at Fort Sheridan and it 
would be a terrible waste to now 
add $20 million more for head- 
quarters expansion at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas." 

The sponsors of the" pending 
legislation seek a committee re- 
view of the Army's cost figures 
and to establish by testimony 
that the Fifth Army- should -re- 
main at Fort Sheridan both for 
reasons of national security and 
for the efficicntyand economical 
operation of the Arrny-in-ttaHnid- 
vvesl. Congressman McClory's 
efforts began in March 1970 when 
the original announcement was 
made. Up to the present, no de- 
tails of the planned move or of- 
ficial statement concerning the 
future of . Fort Sheridan have 
been revealed by the Army. 
Meanwhile, personnel . transfers 
have been taking place quietly-*-, 
and ' without official top-level 
sanction.

Conolly also serves as Chair- 
man of the NLC Intergovernmen- 
tal Relations Committee which 
originated a resolution calling fcr 
a constitutional convention to en- 
act a revenue sharing measure. 
The resolution received over- 
whelming support at the NLC's 
annual meeting in August 1970. 
The National Legislative Confer- 
once consists of the state legis- 
lators from the 50 States.

' Attbrifey;;. General V^lUam r J. 
Scott today' issued, "a far-reaching 
legal opinion which, for' the first 
time ; : ; underscores the broad 
sweep of the Illinois Property tax 
exemptions that became effective 
Jan. 1, .1971; io ' 

The opinion,, requested by Rob- 
ert J. Lenhausen, Director of the 
Illinois Department' of Local 
Government Affairs, specifically 
covers the sectors of exemption 1 
which apply to individuals, • busi- 
nesses, farms, partnerships and 
corporations. 

Attorney General Scott expe- 
dited Lenhausen' s request so 
that Supervisors of Assessment 
throughout the state could order 
the- printing of forms' and advise 
Township Assessors as,- required 
by ihe revenue Act,- prior , to the 
next, scheduled assessment' date, 
April; l. ' . *'aiaj 

■ Scott's opinion, in substance, 
holds, that;' 

1. An individual proprietor is 
exempt on his business inventory 
and other ■ personal property used 
in that business." 

2. An individual farmer is ex- 
empt from taxation on farm 
equipment and personal property 
owned in his capacity as an indi- 
vidual farmer. . 

3. The personal property of 
partnerships is exempt on the 
grounds that "a partnership is an 
association of two or more per- 
sons' who carry on a business 
for profit. The effect of the tax- 
ation of partnerships property 
would be directly upon the indi- 
vidual partners and consequent^ 
ly exempt," 

4. ' The personal property or a 
decedent's estate is exempt for 
heirs and legatees as individuals. 
Scott held, however, that "If the 
legatee is a corporation then such 
personal' property would be sub- 
ject, to. tax." 

5. .The personal property held 
by on individual trustee is ex- 
empt from taxation "if the bene- 
ficiaries or beneficial owners are 
individuals." The fact that the 
"trustee" might be a corporation 
does not alter the exemption,, the 
opin ion slates, "since the effect 
"pnh<rtax would be directly upon 
pit individual beneficiary." 
ij6. Personal property owned 
by tenants in common or joint 
tenants as individuals is exempt. 

7. Personal property owned by 
Individuals in a joint venture or 
other co-ownership are equally 
exempt since the effect of the 
tax would be. upon individuals. 

The new Personal Property 
Tax exemptions were approved in 
statewide referendum last Nov. 3, 
X1970) as an amendment to the 
old Illinois Constitution of 1870. 
The vote on the amendment was 
a side-issue to. the General Elec- 
tion. 

The new Illinois state charter 
continues the exemptions by pro- 
viding that "any ad valorem per- 
sonal property tax abolished on 
dr before the effective date of 
this Constitution shall not be re- 
instated." (Article IX, Revenue).

Foster Children 
Tax Changes Noted 

The Tax Reform Act of 1969 
makes it easier to qualify foster 
children as dependents, E. P. 
Trainor, District Director of In- 
ternal. Revenue, Chicago District, 
announced. 

" A foster child now can be 
claimed as a dependent on the 
same terms as a natural child if 
he lives with the taxpayer and Is 
a member of the household for 
tho entire year, v*- $ 

The effect of the 1 - Act also Is 
to permit a taxpayer a dependen- 
cy exemption /or a foster child 
who makes $625 or more if the 
child is under 19 or a full-time 
student and the other dependency 
tests are met. Previously, such 
a foster child could not qualify 
as, a dependent even- though all 
other dependency requirements
